• Edwards said he was tipped 
i about the Kinchens and the 

- cache and worked with lawmen 
' of the neighboring parish in re- 
r covering the goods. 

The sheriff has said that he 
had no idea why the Kinchens 
wanted the explosives but sus- 
pected they were part of a larg- 
er, perhaps vigilante - type 
j group.
